FRENCH AND GERMANS 


CLASH IN A GREAT 


BATTLE AT LA FERE

French troops are In contact with 


the main Gorman army and what may 
prove to be.tho Initial stngo ot the 
greatest battle In history has opened 
before the gates ot La Fero. For the 
first time since the groat German re- 
treat began patrol ami rear guard 
fighting has given way to the thunder 
of artillery "and tho clash ot major 
forces, tho Germans

stand on a lino running north and 
south of La Fero from St. Simon to tho 
forest of Coucy, a distance roughly 
estimated at about SO miles.
